NOTE: Independent claims 1.13, 24, 26, 27 28, and 29 have been amended therefore changing the scope and 
requiring further consideration. Claim 31 has been added and would require further consideration and search. 
The requested amendments to 1 regarding the limitations "at least one control key", "configured to process the extracted coupon 
data... following functions", "enabling a user to selectively... on the display", and "enabling a user to manipulate... automatically discarded" 
would require further consideration and search.
